"Net In- 
come" is gross inccnie le- ^ c rlaln 
deduction.^ Iirovided lor by tiie uct, 
including aH husine.is expen-es In- 
curred lu the conduct of a bu:jlnes8, 
trade, protesaioa. or voeatlcn 

Certain expondituroa, however, are 
not deductibia as a bi^Iness expense 
when made for the purchase of ar- 
ticles more or less perriianenl in 
i-haracter, or for periiiam ;ii improve- 
ment of property. For example, a 
uirrchant woald aot ba allowed to 
deduct tha aaioaat aspaaded in tho 
oraatlot oC %. aaw stora, or a. farmer 
toe ooat ot a aew tractor or thraah- 
iag machine, sinre Mich inve.simenta 
ara held to Ix- cipit^U investmeata.

Juatlce to the shlppt r 
aad tha railway tnvaator, with tbe 
Railway Labor Board aasuring Justice 
to workers, and above all. with a 
great spirit of public service In our 
generation of railway managers, It 
is time to call off the wit.h.'s and 
take some vision of our national sit- 
uation U wo ara to pall ouraoivas out 
of thia dapraaaloa.
